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INTRODUCTION 


The  thirty-second  annual  directory  of  officials  and  organizations  concerned 
with  wild-life  protection  has  been  compiled  for  the  convenient  use  of  officials 
charged  with  the  administration  of  hunting  and  fishing  laws,  and  of  persons 
who  may  desire  information  from  officials  concerning  wild-life  conditions  in  the 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  directory  follows  the  same  general  form  of 
previous  editions.1 

In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by  one  of  the  State  game  departments 
and  indorsed  by  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  there 
have  been  included  this  year  the  names  and  addresses  not  only  of  State  officials 
directly  concerned  with  the  protection  and  propagation  of  both  game  and  fishes. 
but  also  of  those  officials  whose  supervision  of  fishery  protection  is  distinct  from 
the  enforcement  of  game  laws. 

In  a  directory  intended  to  include  only  those  organizations  that  are  national 
or  state-wdde  in  character,  it  is  obviously  impracticable  to  list  purely  local 
organizations,  or  unofficial  committees  that  are  independent  of  wild-life 
organizations  of  state-wide  or  national  importance. 

Organizations  that  are  national  in  character  are  listed  immediately  following 
Federal  officials,  and  those  whose  activities  are  state-wide  in  character  follow 
in  alphabetic  order  the  names  of  the  State  game  officials  under  appropriate 
headings.  Similar  arrangement  is  made  with  Dominion  and  Provincial  organi- 
zations in  Canada. 

Additions  to  the  directory  this  year  include,  under  national  organizations. 
More  Game  Birds  in  America  (Inc.)  ;  and  under  State  organizations,  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Chamber  of  Commerce  Fish  and  Game  Committee,  the  Minnesota

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United  Sportsmen's  Association,  the  New  York  Conservation  Association,  and 
the  Washington  State  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association  ;  and  under  Canada, 
the  Canadian  Forestry  Association.  Desiring  that  the  directory  shall  be  as 
complete  as  possible,  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  would  appreciate  informa- 
tion concerning  any  existing  wild-life  organizations  that  do  not  appear  in  the 
directory,  or  organizations  that  may  hereafter  be  formed. 

Persons  who  contemplate  hunting  or  fishing  trips  should  obtain  full  informa- 
tion concerning  the  game  and  fishing  laws  from  officials  of  the  States  they 
expect  to  visit.  These  laws  are  published  in  pamphlet  form  in  all  the  States. 
Summaries  of  the  game  laws  are  published  annually  in  the  Farmers'  Bulletin 
series  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.
